T&novo highway eeparatlng the barraoka area from tbe city proper. The highway 
bounde the area on the south and east, and the remaining sides are enclosed in a 
barbed-wire fenoe. ^e buildings consist of the following n

c* A stable; 

d. Several smaller unidentified buildings; and 

e. A considerable number of buildings used as quarters for about 80 officers and

A small area which might possibly be an ammunition dump Is located beside a stream 
which flows through the camp* 

2. In 1952, there were Trudovak units in Zvezdets, but after a Trudovak from Furvomai 
Okoliya escaped to Turkey, the unit was moved to the interior.

Gramatikovo (N 42-03 E 2^7-39) « and BCLgari (N 42-06., B 2?-43)u Malko 

Tarnovo Okollya. The regiment ^ included artillery and hsayy machine gun unite. 

5. An unidentified unit of perhape 300 men is located in the southwest part of ^Lagera 
Quarter^ Sofia ^ at a plaoe where 10 te 15 steel doors are located in the sice of a 
long sloping hill 60-100 meters high and 1.5 to 2 kllrjmeters l':>ngo The area is 
heavily guarded and entirely surrounded by bs-rbed wirej a large number of trucks 
have been observed leaving and entering the area.

6. There are training schools for Border Guard offioera at Simeonovc (N 42-37, 

E 23-20), Sofia Okoliya, a training school for Interior T;roops (mreshni Yoyski) 
officers in Gorna Banya (N 42-41 p ^ 23-1.3 )? on the outskirts of Sofia,, and h 
school for Anny communications officers In Silistra, There are also milltas^ 
training schools in Lovech, Pleven, Thmovo and Ruse. 

7. Military instruction is obligatory for secondary school and university students as 
preparation for military service or civilian defense in case of a war. ThliS training 
is the responsibility of the administrations of the schools^, and ia given tt) the 
student body as a whole. Tests are given at the end of each yearly course and those 
who pass are given a certificate which exempts them from courses the following years. 
Similar instruction is also given by the BSNM (Dimitrovskl Suyus m Karcdnata Mladezhil , 
Dimitrov’s Union of People’s Youth) to its members and to employees in various 
factories and other establishments . In the technical ceramies institute in Sofia, 

the instructors were all civilians and gave classes in the foll^rwlng mxbjso^^ist

Otryad headquartsrs In Malko !rtirnovo« I I ths set was of 70-wttt 25X1 

oapaolty. On top of the house are Uo aritennaOi, one east-west,, the other north- 
south, which consist of wires csonnectlng two 35-40 centimeter rings 10 x 15 meters 
apart, as ghown below* They are about 10 meters above the top of Ihe roof- 

this radio was used to contact agents in Turkey.;, to jam 25X1 
foreign radio broadcasts and sometimes also as a simple local radio station. 
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12. A military radio station is located at an elevated place about 1.00 meters east of 

a secondary road leading from the Sofia-Dragalevski highway to an advanced seminary 

for Eastern ^rthodox priests. It is 1.5 kilometers south of another seminary. 

The area, which is guarded by soldierSj> contains three or four 1-story buildings 
and five or six antennae which are 15 to 20 meters high. 

13 . Another radio station guarded by soldiers is located in a small pine woodts near 
the clay pits of the brick factories just outside Ivan Vazov quarter in 1±ie 
southeast part of Sofia. Antiaircraft batteries are located near the station. 

Possible Radar Installations 

14. In the villages of Zvezdets and Bulgaria Malko Turnovo Okoliya, in houses guarded 

by soldiers, are sets of equipment^ which 25X1 

I I were used to detect enemy aircraft. The sets are the size an<i shape 

of a radio, 50 centimeters long, 30 centimeters high and 30 centimeters deep. The 
top half of the front of the boxes have glass covers behind which are various 
dials resembling clock faces. The sets have antennae 10 to 15 meters long vhioh 
are strung between "pipes’’ on the roofs of the houses and nearby trees. 

15 • Four soldiers, one of whom is a corporal, maintain a oonstant watoh on the sets 
and mount guard In front of the buildings housing the sets. In Sveadets the set 
is in a newly built l»story house with a red tile roof on a road off the jiialn road 
which leads from the Burgas-Malko ^rnovo highway to the oenter of the city of 
Zvezdets* In Btilgari, it is in a white-washed 1 -story building opposite the 
sohoolhouse and about 30 meters south of a pastaiy shop and a ohuroh.
